In addition, General Motors 
will spend $1.2 billion on special 
tools to mak e its cars, tru ck s 
and other produ cts. 
GM's inv estment in the fu ­

Donner said in a speech at Fre­ 
mont, is geared to an anticipat­ 
ed au tomobile mark et of 10-mil­ 
lion sales a y ear by 1970. 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from the White Hou se on 
the GM annou ncement. Presi­ 
dent Johnson in the past has ex ­ 
pressed hope for indu strial ex ­ 
pansion that wou ld stimu late 
continu ing growth in national 
produ ction and create new jobs.

Donner. He said the two-y ear 
ex pansion program wou ld in­ 
crease GM’s passenger car cap­ 
acity by abou t 20 per cent in

Feeder pig produ ction costs 
v aried widely in a stu dy of fou r 
Ohio cou nties condu cted by agri­ 
cu ltu ral economists at the Ohio 
Agricu ltu ral 
Ex periment 
Sta 
tion. 
The av erage cost of produ cing 
a 38-pou nd pig on 67 farms in 
Madison, Clinton, Fay ette and 
Greene Cou nties was $9.7 0 du r­ 
ing 1962. Bu t a third of the 
growers were tu rning ou t pigs 
at an av erage cost of 7 .40 
apiece. This was nearly $4 per 
head cheaper than the $12.30 
av erage per pig for the third 
with highest costs. 
Hie big differences were in 
feed and labor. These accou nted 
for abou t two-thirds of the total 
cost. Low cost farmers u sed 25 
per cent less feed, a third less 
labor, and sav ed 2.2 more pigs 
per sow than did the high cost 
grou p. This gav e a sav ings of 
$2.40 i.i feed cost per pig and 
$1.50 in labor. 
When R. H. Blosser, D. H.

More Than Just Rural 


Many complimentary things can be said 
abou t the 4-H program bu t one fact often 
overlooked is the constant effort being 
made to adapt the "heart, head, health 
and hands” 
ventu re to 
ou r 
changing 
times. 
No longer is the 4-H program 
geared primarily to activities for farm 
you ths. 
A bit of research by Tom Ru debock, an 
RD 1, Leetonia, leader, shows that even 
in Colu mbiana Cou nty more than 50 per 
cent of the 4-H’ers do not live on farms 
and abou t 20 per cent of these you ng peo­ 
ple reside within the corporate limits of 
a town or village. 
Persons who gu ide the program in Ohio, 
both professionals and lay leaders, are 
constantly searching for new ways to gear 


it to the wants and needs of modern-day 
you th, boys and girls who actu ally may 
not have land available for farm projects 
of varied types. 4-H now inclu des, among 
other worthwhile activities, engineering, 
accou nting, au to care and safety, first 
aid, woodworking, photography, 
h o m e 
fu rnishings and child care. 
Ohio’s cu rrent 4-H enrollment stands 
at 92,400, with Colu mbiana and Mahoning 
Cou nty’s membership both well past the 
1,500 mark. In Ohio farm you ths make u p 
44.1 per cent of the total membership, 
ru ral non-farm you ths inclu ding those in 
villages and towns 38.2 per cent, and u r­ 
ban you ths, 17.7 per cent. 
The 4-H program is one of real adven­ 
tu re and edu cation, whether the you ng 
people are from the farm or the city. 


Twist An Old Story 


The proportions of the pay raise that 
was nipped in the bu d when a spoilsport 
demanded a roll call in the Hou se of Rep­ 
resentatives are ju st now beginning to sink 
into the pu blic awareness of fast shu ffles 
in Washington. 
Attention was riveted on the congres­ 
sional raise from $22,500 to $32,500 at the 
expense of some other eyebrow-raisers. 
One of them wou ld have jacked u p the 
salary of the vice president from $35,000 
to $45,000. 


Saved By the Tax 


City Au ditor Helen Coyne’s three-year 
report of the income tax, pu blished in 
yesterday’s News, was enlightening to all 
u s taxpayers. 
Since City Cou ncil enacted the one-half 
of one per cent levy on income in 1961, 
the mu nicipal treasu ry has been enriched 
to the tu ne of $540,941. Enriched, perhaps, 
Is not the appropriate word since nearly 
all of the money has been spent in carry­ 
ing ou t variou s capital improvements— 
otherwise impossible—and in providing 
su fficient fu nds for general operations, 
which inclu des payment of salaries and 
wages of mu nicipal employes. 
Had it not been for the income tax levy, 
or the alternative of a voted levy, the city 
cou ld not have proceeded with the pro­ 
gressive steps that have been taken to 
date, and the city’s general financial pic­ 
tu re wou ld be bleak indeed. 
A well-stocked cu pboard, however, re­ 
qu ires good bu dgetary hou sekeeping—in 
all departments at all times. 


Ten-thou sand-dollar ju mos were the ru le 
for all the highest-priced help—speaker of 
file Hou se of Representatives, chief ju s­ 
tice of the United States, associate ju stice 
of the U.S. Su preme Cou rt, Cabinet mem­ 
bers and circu it and district cou rt ju dges. 
The No. 2 men in federal departments 
wou ld have gone from $21,000 to $30,500. 
Heads of large federal agencies wou ld 
have gone from $21,000 to $32,500 — of 
small agencies from $19,000 to $26,500. Ca­ 
reer ambassadors wou ld have ju mped 
from $20,000 to $29,500 and top civil ser­ 
vice jobs from $20,000 to $24,500. 
Dien comes the ru b. Bottom civil ser­ 
vice jobs wou ld have shot u p from $3,305 
to $3,385 — $80 whole dollars. An average 
postal clerk wou ld have gone from $5,170 
to $5,495. Bu t becau se the high-priced help 
cou ldn't stand the gaff of a recorded vote 
on their own fat increases, the piddling in­ 
creases of the low-priced help were stop­ 
ped cold, too. It's a twist on an old story: 
"Them that has gits. Otherwise, nobody 
gits.”

William Scran­ 
ton is a presidential aspirant. 
Since there are at least 14

S c r a n ton if 
there is a de- 
viru r Rieaei 
liverable 
"la­ 
bor vote.” 
The 
Pennsylvania 
governor, who appears certain 
he can appeal over the heads 
of the u nion chiefs directly to 
the rank and file, does not be­ 
lieve there is a "labor vote.” 
Fu rthermore 
he 
states 
that 
many labor leaders have be­ 
come far too partisan. 
"P art of the problem of labor 
and politics in Pennsylvania,” 
Gov. Scranton told me in a 
written reply to my qu estion,” 
ih that many of ou r labor 
leaders appear to have forgot­ 
ten the admonition of Samu el 
Gompers to refrain from ou t­ 
right partisan identification and 
to w o r k to su pport labor’s 
friends and defeat its enemies 
regardless of political affiliation. 


"FOR INSTANCE. Mr. Harry 
Boyer, who is state president 


of the AFL-CIO, will be a dele­ 
gate once again this year to the 
national Democratic Convention. 
Incidentally he was among the 
first to endorse my Democrat 
opponent in 1962. Another labor 
leader, Charles Slu dden, 
who 
represents the railroad u nions, 
also will be a delegate to the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion. 
"It seems to me that in cases 
su ch as these the impartiality 
of the labor leader on any issu e 
is obviou sly qu estionable, par­ 
ticu larly in an election year, 
and I believe that the rank and 
file u nderstands this.” 
The governor has been in an 
open ru nning battle with Penn- 
slyvania 
labor 
leaders 
ever 
since Feb. 11 when he risked 
his political career by calling 
for changes in the state’s u n­ 
employment compensation law. 
At that time he called for the 
plu gging ot "holes,” for exam­ 
ple, which permit a second 
rou nd of u nemployment benefits 
for a total of 60 weeks in cer­ 
tain cases. 


SINCE THEN there have been 
mass protest meetings, picket­ 
ing and denu nciations of Gov. 
Scranton not only by labor’s 
leadership in the state bu t by 
the AFL-CIO Washington lead­ 
ership from President George 
Meany on down. 
Does he believe this cam­ 


paign will whip u p a labor vote 
against him? 
“To argu e simply that there 
is or is not a ‘labor vote’ 
seems to me to be impossible,” 
the governor wrote. "It depends 
on the issu e and the candidate 
involved in a particu lar situ ­ 
ation. 
" I’m pleased that many of the 
activities of my administration 
will redou nd for many years to 
the benefit of most of the people 
that live in this state, inclu ding 
those citizens who are members 
of labor u nions. 


"WE BELIEVE that we have 
made landmark progress in ed­ 
u cation, in hu man welfare and 
in indu strial development. Po- 
itically speaking, I believe this 
will become clear to the aver­ 
age citizen of this state as the 
programs are implemented. , . . 
"I think the labor 
officials 
have completely oversold their 
case. They have cried ‘wolf’ 
so lou dly that when the horrors 
they have proclaimed fail to 
materialize, there will be an ad­ 
verse reaction to the way they 
have attacked this legislation.” 
This is a daring position to 
take in a highly indu strialized 
state where labor has developed 
its own sophisticated political 
machinery. 
Mr. Scranton has some labor 
su pport, especially in this part 
of the state. He has not, there­ 
fore, sou ght open warfare with 


the 
u nions’ 
leadership, 
hu t 
neither has he wooed it. Nor 
has he attacked Sen. Goldwater 
'•* an effort to win its favor. 
Su ch a program is in clear con­ 
trast to the strategy of his neigh­ 
bor governor, Nelson Rocke­ 
feller. 


THE NEW YORKER has a 
smoothly fu nctioning National 
Labor Committee for Rockefel­ 
ler operating on the 17th floor 
of New York City’s Hotel Roose­ 
velt. It’s tru ly a coast-to-coast 
operation. 
At this moment the commitee 
is beginning o pou r several hu n­ 
dred thou sand pieces of litera- 
t ~e into California for the fight 
with Sen. Goldwater in the Ju ne 
2 primary. Shortly, abou t 15.000 
booklets will be mailed to Ore­ 
gon in advance of its primary 
election. This material will be 
specifically addressed to labor 
leaders, especially to the 
re­ 
cording secretaries of thou sands 
of local u nions. Getting u p su ch 
a list took considerable planning 
and coordination. 
In this literatu re, Gov. Rocke­ 
feller attacks the ‘right-to-work’ 
laws and takes traditional pro­ 
labor positions on au tomation 
and cu res for u nemployment. 
Obviou sly Mr. Rockefeller be­ 
lieves there is a “labor vote,” 
althou gh Mr. Scranton is rath­ 
er skeptical. We’ll know in a 
few months if the u nion rank 
and file follows the leaders.

The big qu estion, however, 
for the TV networks to answer 
was who shou ld be selected as 
spokesman for the opposition. If 
any one of the leading contend­ 
ers were picked, he wou ld not, 
as things stand today, reflect 
any consensu s of the entire Re­ 
pu blican viewpoint. 
If all three-Messrs. Goldwater, 
Rockefeller and Nixon — were 
invited to speak, their views 
wou ld have to be coordinated 
by some influ ence within die 
party not yet identifiable 
as 
wielding any 
su ch 
power of 
harmonization. 
Even if the three critics artic­ 
u lated varying positions, points 
of difference wou ld be revealed 
which wou ld enable the nation­ 
wide au dience to realize that 
at least there is another side to 
the 
controversial 
issu es 
dis­ 
cu ssed by President Johnson. 


THE SAME situ ation arose in 
December 1962 when the late 
President Kennedy gave an ex­ 
clu sive interview to three news­ 
men representing the three big 
radio and television networks. 
The 
administration 
indicated 
then that it wou ld not object to 
"equ al time” being 
fu rnished 
to the other side. Except for a 
few speeches from members of 
Congress a few days later, there 
was no presentation over TV 
su ch as wou ld be possible if a 
transcript of the President’s re­ 
marks were su bmitted to the 
opposition for rebu ttal on the 
same day as i was delivered. 
Last Su nday’s broadcast was 
taped the day before it was de­ 
livered. The interview was orig­ 
inally 80 minu tes, and the dele­ 
tions in the 
transcript 
were 
ma de la co ndense ti» e who le 


thing into a one-hou r-long pro­ 
gram so as to fit it in with 
the other TV schedu les. Time 
for editing was made available 
by deferring the actu al broad­ 
casting by 24 hou rs. 
It was stated in the press on 
Monday that "broadcasting of­ 
ficials” did the editing and de­ 
leted what they thou ght were 
"repetitiou s’ and "less interest­ 
ing” portions. The newspapers 
dou btless wou ld have liked to 
see what was cu t ou t and give 
it to their readers. Newsmen 
differ sometimes as to what is 
"less interesting.” 
The problem is not a new one. 
This correspondent, in a dis­ 
patch on Dec. 20, 1962—a few 
days after President Kennedy’s 
similar 
"conversation” 
over 
three t e 1 e v i s ion networks— 
wrote that the Repu blican Na­ 
tional Committee planned to ask 
for "equ al time” 
bu t hadn’t 
made u p its mind who the actors 
in the show wou ld be. 


REP. EMANUEL CELLER, 
D-NY, had u rged the networks 
to refu se "categorically” any 
requ ests for equ al time. He said 
it wou ld "set a most dangerou s 
precedent.” He contended, more­ 
over. that Mr. Kennedy was not 
a political candidate. The same 
dispatch said: 
"Technically, of cou rse, the 
1964 political campaign hasn’t 
started and there are no formal 
candidates, 
bu t 
actu ally 
the 
campaign already is u nder way. 
President Kennedy really has 
begu n to campaign actively for 
re-election. Almost every move 
he makes nowadays is based on 
the possible impact on the vot­ 
ers du ring the next 22 months. 
"Every opportu nity for pu b­ 
licity is sou ght. The latest ex­ 
ample is the u nprecendeted in­ 
terview on radio and television 
over all three major networks 
for a fu ll hou r last Monday 
night. 
"The President cou ld 
have 
given every bit of this informa­ 
tion at a regu lar news confer­ 
ence, bu t it wou ld not have been 
dramatic enou gh nor su bject to 
previou s editing. . . . 
"The biggest advantage of all 
to Mr. Kennedy, however, is 
that he manages by this method 
to prevent any rebu ttal on the 
same night that he gets fu ll 
coverage of his views over the 
television 
networks. 
It’s 
not 
lika É» g rea t deba tes’ ef the 


last 
presidential 
campaign, 
when the opposite candidate was 
at least given a chance to ans­ 
wer point by poin t.. . . 


"IT’S SAID they (the three 
networks) did try to invite na­ 
tional personalities to talk, bu t 
there was no way by which the 
latter cou ld prepare themselves 
for rebu ttal the same evening, 
thou gh the President 
himself 
had 24 hou rs in which he cou ld 
change the transcript in what­ 
ever way he pleased.” 


There Is a simple solu tion to 
all this—the Repu blican party 
cou ld set u p an "organized op­ 
position” in 
Washington 
and 
designate a spokesman in mu ch 
the same manner as is done by 
rival parties 
in 
the 
British 
Parliament. 
There the line of argu ment 
is agreed u pon by the party 
leaders. Rebu ttals thu s become 
those of a party of opposition 
and not ju st a series of individ­ 
u al speeches by ambitiou s in­ 
dividu als seeking high office.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— An Ex plorer scientific satel­ 
lite failed to orbit today be­ 
cause of trouble with the third 
stage of the Delta booster rock­ 
et. 
The satellite was to have i 
made the most ex tensive study 
y et of the earth’s ionosphere 
and was to serve as a tracking 
target for intense laser light 
beams flashed from the ground. 
The 
Delta 
blasted 
away 
from Cape Kennedy at 6:14 
a.m. (EST). Two hours later 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration reported 
tracking stations had lost the 
satellite some 30 minutes after 
liftoff. Shortly afterward, an­ 
other announcement said anal­ 
y sis of radio date showed the 
third stage burned for only 22 
seconds instead of the intended 
40.

Johnson noted the $3.4 billion 
for the fiscal y ear starting nex t 
July 1 is $1.5 billion below Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy ’s original 
foreign aid request a y ear ago. 
Congress chopped off about $1.5 
billion after a stiff fight. 
Even with Johnson’s reduced 
figure, the overseas assistance 
program is ex pected to run into 
more trouble in Congress this 
y ear. Johnson appeared to an­ 
ticipate critics in outlining what 
he termed “ prudent and respon­ 
sible programs.” 
The main change sought by 
the President from the ex isting 
foreign aid process was his re­ 
quest that Congress provide a 
“continuing authorization” for 
military assistance. 
Under the present sy stem, 
Congress must vote a new au­ 
thorization each y ear for the 
arms and economic aid pro­ 
gram. Under Johnson’s propos­ 
al, only economic assistance 
would need new authorization, 
although the arms program still 
would be subject to annual re­ 
view by the Senate and House 
authorizing committees. 
The congressional appropria­ 
tions committees would, howev­ 
er, still have to vote on the 
amount of funds each y ear for 
the program.

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King Says Alabama Main Target 


Intensified Rights Campaign 
Predicted by Negro Leader 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., leader 
of the Southern fight against 
segregation, 
predicted 
today 
that civil rights demonstrations 
will reach record proportions 
this year. 
“ I think we will see the hot­ 
test 
summer 
in 
terms 
of 
civil rights,” King said in an in­ 
terview. “ I think we will see 
demonstrations on a level and 
size we’ve never seen bfor.” 
Outlining plans for 1964, King 
reiterated that Alabama has 
been chosen as the main target 
this year by the Southern Chris­ 
tian Leadership Conference he 
heads. 
The Alabama campaign will 
begin in late April or early 
May, King said, and it might 
be centered on Montgomery or 
spread out over five major 
cities. 
A team is working in Ala­ 
bama to mobilize Negroes, King 
said. 
“ We are hoping to get at 
least 10,000 recruits for a non­ 
violent army who will be will­ 
ing to spend their vacation in 
jail if necessary,” he said. 
King declined to go into de­ 
tails of the Alabama drive.

Drug Firms Do Good Work 


Drug companies are in busi­ 
ness to make an honest profit. 
But, like all groups that profit 
from man’s misfortunes, t h e y 
are often un­ 
der heavy at­ 
tack from the 
govern m e n t 
and 
o t h e r 
sources. 
Let’s take a 
look at th e 
other side of 
the l e d g e r . 
When an out­ 
break of bot- 
Dr. BmndAtadt 
ulism, a very 
severe roirn of food poisoning, 
occurred in Kentucky, a drug 
manufacturer provided a sup­ 
ply of botulinus antitoxin with­ 
out cost. 
This is an example of what is 
known as a public service drug. 
The total demand for it is so 
low that, even though the com­ 
pany may have spent more than 
$1 million on research and de­ 
velopment, it cannot hope to 
make any money on it. It there­ 
fore supplies the product when 
needed at the cost of production 
or at no cost at all. 


AMONG THE MANY o t h e r 
examples are an anti-venin for 
victims of a black widow spider 
bite, an intravenous solution for 
persons with acute ammonia 
poisoning, concentrated fibrio- 
gen for those rare persons 
whose blood lacks this substan­ 
ce necessary for clotting and an 


antidote for cyanide poisoning. 
In the same general category 
there is a well-known manufac­ 
turer of formulas for i n f a n t 
feeding. After five years of re­ 
search and the expenditure of 
more than $85,000, this company 
developed a formula for infants 
with phenylketonuria, a disease 
whirh, if it is not treated within 
the proper diet, results in men­ 
tal retardation. 
There are not many children 
who need this formula; but 
those who do need it badly. The 
price has been kept down to the 
cost of production for the par­ 
ents of these unfortunate child­ 
ren. After four or five years on 
the proper diet, the danger is 
past and the children can re­ 
turn to a regular diet. 


THIS IS, HOWEVER, not the 
only type of public service our 
drug manufacturers 
perform. 
They provide postgraduate in­ 
struction for your doctor in a 
variety of ways: through spon­ 
soring special courses, lectures, 
scientific motion pictures, clos­ 
ed circuit telecasting of clinics 
from teachng hospitals and the 
publication of scientific reports 
an surveys. These fringe bene­ 
fits help your doctor to take bet­ 
ter care of you. 
None of these services would 
be possible, however, if the drug 
companies could not make an 
honest profit on the everyday 
drugs needed by thousands of 
people.
